Thit doctrine may mil, jo fat ai 
we remember, hare been ripresaly avowed 
in f'mincil . hut it clearly appear* to have 
been ailnptr-d by certain honorable tneiti- 
heri aa a rule of conduct from which 
they were not at liberty to depart. The 
representative* of Port Phillip have uni- 
formly acted «• (hough they were the 
mere tlepuliei and nuiulh-pitcea of that 
•eclion of the colony To be nine, thev 
bat* not forgotten that New South 
Wales rumpriae* other regions betides 
those of Australia Kclix . but then they 
hare treated those other region! at 
little *)■* than rivals and oppmsori of 
their darling Ooahen. They have assumed 
(he bearing, not of leiitalatoe* fur the 
aggregate community, but of duly consti- 
tuted attorneys of the people who returned 
thein. Every claim put Forward by their 
principal!, from the mending of a road to 
the Repeal of lite L'nioii, hat been zeal- 
oiltly and indiacriminslely enforced by 
ihear tuhtnisjive agents. Like the (jo- 
vrs nob, they have stuck to their letters of 
inslrucliuna. At Ilia fclvTJJaTatCt inniii- 
tains thai he was sent here to protect the 
interests of the Ctown, whatever may 
become of the rig h la of ihr colony , so 
theac drlegatea hate lirloally maintained 
that they were sent to MecuuArie-slreet to 
protect thr interests of the Port Phillip- 
pinni, whMever may become uf the right* 
of the population at large. 

Thit it altogether unconstitutional, and 
if we thought l he exanipbt of Mr. Wik- 
tiKYE* had taken to false a putiiion, instead 
a( commending we should strongly con- 
demn it. But in paying to hi* immediate 
constituent) an occasional visit, for the 
purpose of refrething their confidence and 
by perianal intercourse, and by a 
familiar exposition of thr more piominenl 
measures advocated by him " in his place," 
a member of Council does not necetaarily 
cither compromise his own dignity, or 
unduly magnify the influence of hit 
district. If, indeed, his object vrai to 
quote, on the one hand, the ittstrUctinnt 
he had from time to time received 
from the elector!, in public meeting 
assembled, and to ihow, on the other, how 
implicitly he had obryed them, ihe ease 
■ Diild be essentially different. But are 
are nothing of thit abject prottraliun in 
the speech reported lo bavt been delivered 
at Mattland (he other day by Ihe honora- 
ble member fur Durham. On the con- 
trary, lie tells tin-in plainly thai he had 
vutrd again*! a p.opmition which pro- 
mised great thing! for their local interests. 
At an agricultural people. then prejudicet 
naturally run in favour oFpnrti-ciiiecorn- 
and had this gentleman adopted the 
powrr-uF-atturnty virtvt of hit Purl 
Phillip compeers, he would have fell 
hound tu support such lawa.

Norwich, bring lens 
central and not yet accessible by I lie 
mule rapid Iramit, could acarcrly W tl- 
pected lo collect *o nuirjeroui an attend- 
ance from diaia.nl pninla a* the large 
provincial capilala ; yet. noHwitlmjintliiig 
the unfavourablcneta uf (he weather, there 
nan a numeruui essentbliire of minister! 
and (fenlleinen frum the Mclropulii, Bir- 
inittghaiii, MsDchester, Derby, from Cam - 
bridgeihirc, Kent, H'iliuhire, and: other 
cuunlirs, at well a* from tbr Kail Anglian 
chiirchei . aud the public meetings ta iht 
evening were densely thronged.

A teeond paper w as njoieiiuetilly read 
lit the Rev. J.ihn Blackburn, on the ■t»lu- 
tics of the Colleges belonging to the In- 
dependent Denomination. After giving a 
brief historical •ketch of lhe nie and 
|irogre« of theee Inditutioni, now twelve 
in number, the Report entered into calcu- 
Latiom, fmnj which it ttppean, that, taking 
the Engliah churchei which are able to 
support pastors at WOO, (out of ill 37,) 
and the average term of pastoral service 
at thirty-three years, about sixty-one 
ministrr* would be retpiirrd annually to 
keep up the existing number, eixluiive 
uf the wants of new congregations, uf 
Miniona, and of the Colonies. There are 
at present, mall the Indrpendent Colleges, 
235 students, whose average period of 
itutly ti four years. About fifty-eight, 
therefore, are sent forth every year i hod 
about ten, it ie supposed, inay 1» added to 
this number, to allow fur those who enter 
upon the ministry without pwiing through 
lhe Colleges. Atcording to this calcn- 
Liliun, the supply and the demand would 
serin at present nearly to balance each 
other . but, in the course nf the discussion 
which ensued, it was suggested, that, in 
urder to secure a supply nf efficient men, 
a larger number must he admitted into the 
Colleges than can be expected to prove 
fully c uinprltnt fur the minittry j a deduc- 
tion nittst also be made fur those student* 
w ho. frum illaes* or other cnusei, never 
cun engage in pastoral service. Add to 
this, that the terra of service waa thought 
tn be taken at too high an average ; while 
many College* are mending lhe term uf 
preparituiry rtudy. Taking all three cir- 
cumstances into cuniideration, the actual 
supply mud be regarded aa atill inadequate 
to meet the wants, of eximiiig churches. 
Bui the more immediate purpose uf the 
paprr tvai, to suggest consideration., 
hearing upon the efficiency of the theolo- 
gical training of the Undents in these 
institution!, and la recommend the hold- 
ing of a Confrrence of representativesfroui 
the managing Committee! and Tntori of 
the several Colleges, on lhe several matters 
adverted to ; which recommendation was, 
after a very interesting diKussiua, adopted 
hy lhe meeting. A Reiolution w*i 
accordingly pawed, instructing the Com- 
mittee of 'the Taiuii " to 111 bm if in the 
most respectful manner, to the coniidera- 
tion of the authorities uf the various 
College., thr eipedieocy of convrning 
luchacouferenceoftbetrrepreiKnlativei." 
We are pleased to find, thai experience has 
allayed lhe ji or Ind apprebtngiona which 
the very idea of such conference! had 
inspired. Two or three yean ago, the 
Tuton of Spring -hi II College proponed by 
private circular a conference for ihii very 
object ; but the i B vital in a was nut 
reiponded to, We trust thai the Committee 
of the Union will be more luccesaful. 
Among other important subjects, the fol- 
lowing were adverted to u deserving consi- 
deration :— fird, the expediency of opening 
the Collegea to a certain proportion of 
day itttdenu, who might wish to avail 
themselves of nich literary advantages, a* 
in the ulder academies . secondly, the 
making some provision for extending the 
period of residence in the College, in 
favour of young men who shall hnve: 
completed the course of study with 
hunout, previouily to their aelllrment, in 
order Co lessen the temptation to enter intu 
premature engagements j and, thirdly, Lhe 
formation of • Council, to consist of 
Ministers appointed severally by all the 
Colleges, to give certificates of proficiency 
in Biblical and Theological itndiei, in the 
same manner as Lhe I niversily or London 
examines for matriculation and honour* 
in secular learning. At present, our 
Undents, while undergoing a stringent 
ordeal in order to graduate in the L'ni- 
venity, are subjected to only a private 
rollege examination in what ought to be 
I heir main studies; and there is mi small 
danger test the thru logical course should 
consequently be slighted. Aa imiic 
difference uf opinion is likely 10 ariie 
upon these points, we have thought it 
may he uaeful to call attention to them, 
in order thai they may receive calm and 
patient deliberation from all who are 
interested in the rffleieticy of our Acade- 
mical ay item. 

A third Paper was read by the Rev. 
Algernon WelU, on the important duly nf 
increased effort, fur the religions good of 
the Briltih jieople, The warm -hearted, 
patriotic appeal vu adupted, and ordered 
to be printed fur as wide a circulation as 
possible. This closed the business of the 
fird sitting ; but, aftet 1 lie elegant 
collation provided by the hoa|iilalily of 
lhe Norwich friends, the Rev. James 
Sherman tin afforded lhe opportunity uf 
bringing forward a plan fur promoting 
the furitiation of Congregational Benefit 
.Societies, to which he has been directing 
his attention with ■ view to encourage 
their establiahment on safe and euuilable 
principles. He was supported hy the 
Rev. Dr. Campbell, who, boih in his 
" Jelhru," and in the Chri*tia* tfitMett, 
haa urged the importance of this <nbjetl 
It was, after ecmr conversation, referred 
to a Bub-Coo milter, 

A Public Meeting was held in ibe 
evening at Prinie-itrrel Chapel, Thorns* 
Brightwell, Esq., < Late Mayor of Norwich.) 
in the chair. A nhorl paper having been 
read, explanatory of the constitution 
objects, and proceedings of the L'niun, a 
•fries nf corresponding Resolutions were 
moved and seconded by idle Rev. Dr. H 
F. Burder. Mr. Juaiah Cornier, the Hri 
J, A, James, tne Rev. J. Maasie^he kc. 
J. Blackburn, and the Rev. Andrew Rrrd 
jun. For lhe substance of these addrt.aca, 
w* refer to the Report in another |»rt of 
our column*.. 

On Thorsday inoruing, the business of 
the Assembly was rrsuined. Thr greater 
purl of the sitting waa occupied with lhe 
Couaidernl ion of plana for raising funds 
in aid of the Home, Irish, aud Colonial 
Mtwiuni. and fur the formation and 
distribution of a Fund accruing from the 
profits of the publications of the L niou. in 
aid of aged Ministers.

After lhe collation, the 
customary acknowledgments were made lu 
ibe Reverend Chairman, the Preacher, 
and tht friends whew cordial hospitality 
bad [irovided for the accommodation of the 
minister* and delegate!.
